He charged in addition that the late 
panic was deliberately brought on by 
Wall street men for the purpose of get- 
ting some such bill as the Aldrich meas- 
ure through congress. 

While opposing the bill ‘‘on principle,” 
he said, “the members of that commis- 
Sion objected to it because the emerg- 
ency currency was to bear 6 per cent 
interest and are ready to support it now 
if the interest is reduced to 3 per cent. 

Alleged Plan to Cut Tax, 

“Last evening our distinguished bank- 
ing friends held a conference,” he said. 
“Today they are having another, with 
the wicked promoters of the wicked 
Aldrich and Vreeland bills. What for? 
They are agreeing on a compromise. 
On what basis? Just a simple little 
amendment reducing the tax to 3 per 
cent and sOMe other minor changes.”’ 

“If this committee had Shot honored 
me with this apportunity to speak at 
this postscript to the public hearing,’ 
said Mr. Crozier, “and if one of the dis- 
tinguished bankers who addressed you 
yesterday had not mistaken me last 
evening for one of their fraternity and 
unreservedly told me the whole pro- 
gram, the trick would have been turned 
quickly and suddenly, 

“The Aldrich bill,”” Mr. Crozier de- 
clared, “‘is a gambling game from start 
to finish brought here by gamblers and 
promoted by gamblers for gambling pur- 
poses,” 


Wall Street Caused Panic. 


He asserted that he knew the late 
financial stringency was brought on de- 
liberately by Wall street men. 

“I was told in Wall street that such 
a measure as the Aldrich bill would be 
brought before congress and that a 
panic would precede it.’’ 

Mr. Prince suggested that this charge 
Was a very serious one, and ought not 
to be made on opinion but on actual 
facts. 

Mr. Crozer replied that if a commis- 
sion was appointed, ‘he wouid furnish a 
list of witnesses to the counsel! by whom 
this charge can be proved. 

As an evidence of the conspiracy to 
bring on a panic, Mr. Crozier said a 
prominent financier told the president 
of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company. that it was to 
be brought on before the meeting of 
congress and on that information he 
said the railroad borrowed $30,000,000. 


Refused to Give Name. 


Urged to tell ‘who the financier pre- 
dicting the panic was, Mr. Crozier said 
he did not like to give his name at this 
time, but would give it to the counsei of 
any commission congrese might appoint 
to investigate the causes of the recent 
financia] crisis. He predicted that when 
the panic was finally investigated, it 
seen that there had been a 
concentration of banking capital in New 
York.

It may be coming a little late, but {t 
now looks as if the policemen and fire=- 
men of Atlanta will soon get to ride 
free on the street cars. That is, if cer- 
tain conjectures made at a conference 
yesterday afternoon are at all correct. 

Alderman Quillian, Alderman® Han- 
cock, City Attorney Mayson and Pres- 
ton §S. Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and SKBlectric Com- 
pany, held a conference in the mayor's 
office at 3 o'clock for the purpose of 
ascertaining if anything could be done 
to secure free transportation for cer- 
tain city employees on the street cars. 

It was stated that-the council com- 
mittee had been before the railroad 
commission about such free transporta- 
tion some time ago, and was handed a 
lemon the commission declining to 
nodify its rules in any ‘way. 

The "council committee had tried to 
make some sort_of a contract with the 
street car people with a view to offer- 
ing certain considerations in exchange 
for free transportation. This also 
failed. 

Nearly four months passed away and 
nothing definite was accomplished. 

Did Not Want Contract. 


At the conference held Thursday 
President Arkwright stated that his 
company did not wish to ride the city 
employees free under .any contract 
with the city. He did not think that 
that was the way to arrive at a solu- 
tion of the matter. 

“T believe,” stated 
“that when we ride city employeés 
free it should be done because such 
employees are entitled to free trans- 
portation On account of public service, 
I think that the firemen and policemen 
ought to ride free, but I do not think 
this should apply to other city em- 
ployees, for firemen and _ policemen 
perform a public duty, which can be 
made more efficient if they are given 
free transportation. To ride these men 
free would aid the city in giving the 
people protection. In other depart- 
ments it would be merely:a matter of 
reducing expenses.” 

Alderman Hancock said that the com- 
mittee should either do something or 
quit. 

Alderman Quillian said that perhaps 
the legislature could be induced to 
amend the rules governing the rafi- 
road commiss{ion so as to except fire- 
men and policemen in thé matter of 
free passes. 

Mr. Arkwright said he felt very sure 
that the railroad commission would 
amend its order right now if the coun- 
eil committee made the request. He 
believed, however, that only free trans-

CASE WITHOUT PRECEDENT 


Nothing Like It in the Annals of 
the War Department—Friends 
ef Celonel Stewart Are 
Moving for His 
Relief. 


Washington, April 16.—The friends of 
Colonel William F. Stewart, of the coast 
artillery, who on October 3 last was or- 
dered to the solitudes of abandoned Fort 
Grant, Arizona, have so far succeeded 
in their campaign for his relief that 
prediction is made in authoritative quar: 
ters that Colonel Stewart will be per- 
mitted to choose as a place of residence 
some one of the Atlantic coast amil- 
lery posts. It is predicted the colonei 
will not be restored to command, 

Peculiar Case. 

The case of this officer is regarded as 
one of ¢he most peculiar in the annals 
of the war department. The correspond- 
ence which is available shows that an 
official communication from the war de- 
partment wae addressed to him at his 
post, Fort Barrancas, Fia., last Septem- 
ber, which reads: 

“Pursuant to instructions from the 
president, the department is prepared to 
issue an order assigning you to station, 
Fort Grant, Ariz., without 
command. The president has directed, 
however, that before this order is issued 
an opportunity be given you to apply for 
immediate retirement.” 

Colonel Stewart's reply was: 

“If appointed brigadier general will 
retire. If not, will-remain on duty.’ 

He at thé same time requeeted two 
leave of absence to arrange his 
affairs and settle his tamily, 
case his banishment to Fort Grant 
should be ordered. .He was refused tig

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THE OUSTING OF M’CARREN. 


The temperature is pretty low when they can't stir up a rumpus in New 
York's political arena. There is never a time when some of the leaders or 
bosses are not engaged in the gentle art of revenge, and harmony is scarcer 
than radium. 

This gracious spirit which prompts the swatting of the other fellow hard- 
er than he swats you is not confined to any particular party; it keeps both 
republicans and democrats in the spotlight. The trouble appears to be that 
both the parties in New York are overloaded with leaders, and there are, 
consequently, widely varying opinions as to how the “leading” should 
be done. 

The reports cothing from New York these days about the gatherings of 
both parties remind us forcibly of the good, old-time republican convention 
‘in the south; there is, perhaps, a little less of the head-splitting business, 
/but the turmoil is all there. : 

At the present moment the democrats hold the boards, and Murphy & 
Co., of Tammany, have just succeeded in kicking out of the state convention, 
lock, stock and barrel, State Senator Patrick H. McCarren and his Brooklyn 
following. 

Murphy and McCarren have been at outs ever since the last campaign 
tor governor, when the McCarren following, presumably, at the ingtance of. 
their leader, refused to support Hearst for governor. Perhaps there was also 
some political jealousy involved. . 

Murphy's time to get even came with the recent democratic convention, 
and he took full advantage of it. Now McCarren threatens to retaliate by 
‘preventing in future the election of a democratic mayor of New York. It 
would undoubtedly give Tammany a severe jolt should he succeed in making 
good his threat. 

There will be no special sympathy for McCarren in the rest of the 
country, just as there would have been none for Murphy had McCarren got 
the upper hand and succeeded in unseating him. It is just another of those 
rows between the New York bosses over the spoils. 

The people throughout the country have ceased to;concern themselves 
seriously over these internal dissensions in that state, It is undeniable that | 
the result has been to weaken the influence that New York at one time 
exerted in shaping national affairs; in fact, it has practically fallen from its 
one-time position of pivotal state. 

Party disruption and party corruption, republican and democratic, have 
been the Delilah which has shown its locks of strength. 

There will always be the same fierce competition for New York's large 
electoral vote: but as long as trickery and deceit and corruption are the

Cairo, Ga., April 1!6.—(Special.)—On 
account of the weather, Governor 
' Smith was forced today to speak in 
the audjtorium of the city hall-court 
house inetead of in the open as he in- 
tended. The auditorium was filled by 
a large crowd. 

The governor arrived at Cairo at 
10:30 o'clock, over the Atlantic Coast 
Line.

Governor Smith was escorted from 
the hotel to the auditorium by a com- 
mittee of citizens. He was introdticed 
in a most complimentary manner by 
Colonel M. L. Ledford, and his remarks 
were applauded. 
» Governor Smith made an address of 
about two hours’ length. He discussed 
the accomplishments of his administra- 
tion, and referred to the enactments 
of the last legislature. These refer- 
ences met with applauge. 

He spoke of an unholy alliance to 
defeat disfranchisement in the interest 
of the whisky interests.
